Chapter 1 General Principles 



I've been playing Postal Dip for a little more than three years now 
and , so far, it's been one breathtaking triumph after another. As a 
result, many of you (well... a few of you... well to be perfectly 
honest, none fo you) have asked me to give a little tutorial on this 
wonderful game of ours so that you too can achieve some measure of my 
phenomenal success. Well, OK, you twisted my arm! Here it is! I begin 
with a chapter on general pricAples. In future installments, I'll dis- 
cuss the play of the individual countries in detail. 



WritiAg letters is the essence of Postal Dip. How many is enough? 
There are different schools of thought. There Is the Bruce Linsey 
school which says about twenty a week is about right... for each opponent. 
Forget it. You'll be attacked Just to shut you up. Then there is the 
HOward Brazee-Paul Goodrich-Soottx Lawryn-Bill Thompson school which 
says* "Don't bother writing to the countries that are far from you, 
but compensate by hot writing to your neighbors either. " I find these 
types to be particularly good allies sitee you never have to worry 
about whether or not they are lying to you. ON the other hand, I would 
not reccommend this style since it seems to provoke other people into 
attapking you. So the key element is not so muoh how many letters you 
write, or even so much what you say, it's how the opponents perceive 
you. If you write three page letters full of tactics, your opponent 
may think you are smaiter than he is and attack you. In a nutshell, I 
suggest one letter per week per opponent, and act stupid. For most of 
you, this means simply be yourselves. Say little if anything about -fihte 
game itself, but give lots of personal Retails. Try to strike up a 
friendship with your opponent. Ask his advice on things; what stocks to 
buy, how you can get your wife pregnant, etc. The impression you wish to 
convey is that you are a harmless boob who only wants a pen-pal. Get 
htat message across and you will be unbeatable. 

On Strategy and Tactics 

Here are a few general rules on strategy and tactics: 

( 1 ) Always attack Bob Olsen 

(2) Always attack Woody 

(3) If Olsen and Woody are not in you game, attack the opponents 
who most resemble them. 

(4) If Olsen and Woody are both in your game, ally with Olsen 
against Woody and then stab Olsen. 

(5) If noae of your opponents even resemble Olsen or Woody, attack 
the woman. 

(6) If there are no women either, NMR out of the game. 

On Playing Against Women 

Dont. They're no damn good. They are treacherous and unreliable, especiall 
during certain times of the month. If you find yourself in a game wikh 
one, try to take her out quickly.

On Using the Telephone 



During the Stalinist purgesof the thirties, the Soviet Secret Police 
found that an excellent method for extracting information was to de- 
prive the subject of sleep for long periods of time. The telephone is 
an excellent way of adapting this technique for Postal Dip. Suspect 
that your ally is about to stab you? Call him up every morning at 2 AM 
for two weeks, and you'll find out. If you can "do voices", the phone 
is an excellent tool for deception. It's not that hard, either. If you 
can do Gomer Pyle, you can do Gary Ccaughlan; if you can do Sheldon 
Leonard, you can do Kathy Byrne. If you can do Peter Lor*e you can od 
Woody.

•♦♦It seems thet I usually put off writing thiB section ur.tll its too lata. So, I'm Just going to 
fit down now end type it in it6 entirety. It'll teke me quite a while, since the subject matter 1* 
deep in nfture. That topic? RCLE PLAYING GAKES. This article le aimed at people who have never 

heard p thlnp about ROLE-PLAY IKG CAKES (hereby abbreviated RPOs). 

♦•♦First of pll, I 6hould state exactly what a role-playing game is. RPOs are games that have the 
following rule structures: 1) Loosely interpreted rules 2) No specific setting 3) Played mainly 
or. a tecticpl (read that ae "Each player.'a 'playing piece* is one person") level. By definition, 
any of Rod '.Valker's claims to Diplomacy being the first role-playing game are wrong, but let me 
eay that Diplomacy and RPGs ere very compatable games, since people who are likely to play one 
usually would like to play the other type of game (Ex. Gary Gygex, the "inventor" of Dungeons & 
Dragons ured to plry lots of Diplomacy, and was involved in the postal hobby a long time ago, if 
T.y T.emory serves correctly). Let's look at theBe three points in detail. 

#1: ICCSELY INTERPRETED RULES: Thia is probably the moat important concept to RPGs. The rules are 
r.ot made of concrete. The GK who moderates a RPG is to use his, common sense to judge what can 
happen or what can not happen, or to improvise (logically) a method to cover situations which are 
r.ot covered in the rule book. Guess that's why BRUX doesn't like RPOs. 

»?s ::C SPECIFIC SETTING: The game doea not come with a map in which all playing actions must be 
limited to. It 1e usually up to the GM to generate a hypothetical environment in which hie pleyere 
will "play the game" in. There pre RPG a that have their aetting in particular mythologies (ax. 
Third World Tolkien, Mongo (the world of Flesh Gordon), The Young Kingdoms (from the Elric Saga), 
the Star Trek gelexiea, the Wild Wast, Camelot, Watership Sown, Post Holocausa Earth, or the one 
I find moat appealing; 20th Century Earth. Of cour8e, this mean LOTS of work for the GM, but the 
end reeulte can be moat gratifying. 

il: PLAYED OK A TACTICAL LEVEL: Each player represents a pereon in the GMs hypothetical setting. 
Ker.y times, people control their "unit" like a Diplomacy army, but the game takes on another di- 
mmtlon when the player8 add personality to their characters, especially one which is different 
fron their normel personality. If you need an example of what a character is/can be, here are 
some good expmplea: James Bond, Frodo, Elric, The Baron Vladimir Harkonnen, Flat Evil, Darth Vadar, 
I illy the Kid, Mutant Butler, The Shadow, The Incredible Hulk (Yes, there are eome very good RPGs 
who have their settings in "comic books"; don't lsugh, or else I'll send "Sleuth" after y'alll). 
♦♦♦Next, you should have some Ideas of what you need to play. First, you need a aet of rules to 
run the gene (more on thet later. ..much more on that!). Alao, you need to have plenty of paper 
ar.d pencils. Some of the games also require the use of polyhedrial dice (those ere dice without 
6 sides, but ere geometrically balanced) which are used to create different number ranges or 
random percentages. Lead miniature figurea are helpful to show the positions of the ehsraeters in 
specific eituetions, but they are not a muat, and can run you quite a bit of money and time (if 
you went to paint them). But, the moat important Ingredient ia Imagination . For that, you muat 
have the time necessary to think of imaginative places to host your adventuree and to think of 
interesting people for them to encounter. Currently, I don't have enough time to begin thinking 
of GKing any RPGs due to school, but I'm more then willing to play a RPG on oeceeion. 

♦♦♦In the course of the game, the OK will give you a mission or allow your cheracter(a) to pursue 
goals ir. the land the adventure is being hosted in. Keny games cen be stereotyped es "hack & 
Slash", where cherecters rush into dungeons only to fight mythical beasts. A good OK is able to 
r.ot only do thet (and with a. bit of creativity), but will allow pleyere to talk to non-player 
character? (those controlled by the OK) allowing for eome witty parleya, chancea to explore vaet 
wildernesses, or even court the love of the Count's daughter (Note thet combat la poeeible, but 
IjOJ ir.ar.datory to create interesting situational in fact, I've had exchangee of worde in RPOe 
which were a hell lot more fun then combating a room of nasty creatures. 

♦♦•When olaying, the GM tellp the players the current situation? what they see or smell or hear, 
whpt o> particular object looks like, what "Percy" told you/did (Perey'a the bouncer at the Chon 
Chor. Inn; he's sc tough . that he "wipes" himself with sandpaper; ha'e so tough that he picks hla 
teeth clear with porcupine quills, etc.), etc. After he finishes his explanation, the players then 
each deceide which ections they'd like to take, with the OK telling thea the reaults of those 
potions. This continues until the task is finished or abandoned (by everybody giving up, dlelng, 
etc). In p RPG, there are no winners, yet everybody who has fun ie considered a winner. It Is 
r raise which simulates life. Do you win the game of life by marrying somebody and having 3 kids? 
i.o, that would be dumb. That is the whole baeia of RPGs; fun. They give you an outlet to express 
yourself ir. ways thet you normally find difficult to do in real life. For example, I 'm a any peraon, 
yet. when I uped to pi ay DSD, I developed e character over the eourae of two reel years by tha 
name of "The Greatest of Two Evils", a cynical and aelfieh cleric priest of Satan. Although I «,vt tt 



Russlan-Orthsdox Christian, I realised It was only a game, but It allowed me to pipy the role of 
an aggressive person who la willing to cross anyone to meet bia ultimate goal of immortality; 
two things I keep lnalde as. I, In real life, would like to be more assertive, end 1 fear dieinj. 
RMi allow some extent of relief. 

•••following are eome descriptions of some of the RFGs I have played. At the end, I will provide 
Information on eoeta, availability, and other eourcee of reading material on role-playing, vhlch 
include a few magazines. 

DUNGEONS & DRAGONS 

•••Although this la the original RPG, I can only ssy one good thing about it; it bee e li*rge 
following. Characters are stereotyped by means of what ere known ee "Classes". Some examples 
of classes are: Fighter, Magic Uaer, Thief, Konk, Druid, Witch, Clerics end Paladins (lelsdir.E 
are auper-warrlora fighting in the behalf of the forces of good). Each character has combat 
skills and specialty akllla. Specialty akills are things like: Picking pockete, evaluating the 
value of a gem, casting spells, Interpreting maps, or recalling legends and myths about certain 
objecte/people/pleees. The thing I don't like about all that is that people are not siicple. I 
can play the violin, type, drive a car, lift 200 lb8 and do 8horthand. The fact le that although 
I nay be better at eome things than I am at doing others, I can still try doing thee. In DfcD, 
a fighter can not attempt to pick a lock or cast spells. 

•••Aa in moat RPGa, charactera are generated by throwing 3D6 (That means "Three six-sided dice") 
and taking the eum for alx attributes of their character. In D&D, the attributes ere Strength, 
Dexterity, Intelligence, Wisdom, Health (they refer to it as "Constitution") end Charisma. The 
higher the number, the stronger you are in that reepeet. The highest attributes, for the most 
part, determine what claea of character you will be. If you do not chose that class, you will not 
ever be able to fiX.eell ln character's field, no matter what. Systems without classes allow 
you to develops any ability you want. In D&D, you gain skills in your class only. 
•••Charactera Improve by gaining "experience points". For every thing you kill, every maple item 
you find, for every brilliant feat your character accomplishes, he gains so. 'many experience points 
(They are eort of like Fudge Points). When you get so many, you go up a level (a quentative aessure 
of how powerful/skilled your character la and gain additional skills, benefits and are also nade 
■on difficult to kill. Most GMs only award experience points due to killing creatures; this is 
also the easiest way. Therefore, the game emphasizes combat. GMs then lose their creativity for 
making adventurea which have their main lntereat in fighte rather than In role-playing/rcting. 
That la why I don't like D&D. 

♦••But aa I eeid, it jig popular for eome reason. TSR (Tactlcel Studies Rules), the company which 
owna DiD, hae a wide selection of materials available, including pre-designed adventures. Although 
some pX their books are truely Interesting to read (such aa The Dungeon Raster's Guide end The 
Flayer's Manual), there are some worthless materials available, welting for some unknowing sucker 
to buy them, auch as the Fiend Folio, Deitiea & Demigods, and many of the pre-designed adventures. 
All I can eay la If you get involved in D&D, be very careful of what you buy, and try to get so-ie 
first-hand opinions on the materials you buy. This applies to all RPGa, but because D&D Is the 
original, there ere many more crooks out there trying to make a fast buck by trying to raake you 
buy a D&D item which len't worth the paper it is written on. That is the price you pay when you 
are number one, (Incidentally, D&D is in the world of "fantasy" based games, if you didn't know) 

BASIC RC1E PL AY I KG 

«* »BRP Isn't the name of a game, but le a family of games. Thie Is the Avie of RPGs, end by far 
the beat in my opinion. The original member of the BRP family is Runeouest . Other titles include 
Storabrlnger (baaed on Elric and the Young Kingdoms; fantasy). Call of Cthulu (based or. the horror 
etoriea of H.P. loveeraftj 1920's) and Worlds of Wonder (sort of e 3 in 1 package. It includes 
Magic World. (fentaay), Superworld (comic-book heroic setting) end Future World (Sci-Fi) (take thrt 
MP Blarfo!). BR? games do not rely on character classes. If you went to learn magic, you can, but 
there are certain advantages end diesdvantages that go along with that. /.II actions are resolved 
by rolling percentilee, and If you're percentege skill equals or beats the number rolled, you 
succeed in doing whatever you were trying to do. The BRP rules are written in such a way that you 
can take rule a from Call of Cthulu and use them in Storabrlnger ; this allows the GI-" more flexibility 
then most systems can offer. The rules are well illustrated end give plenty of exsmples to answer 
any questions you may have. Runequeat by far Is the most popular of them all, but hae the- r.ort 
complex combat system In the BRF aeries. Actually, characters sre easier to kill in e BRI game 
than In D&D or other systems, so eombat la discouraged and role-playing is encouraged. The rules 
, ? ere eleo logical in the sense that they follow the premises of the world in which the game tpkes 
vplece. For example. In Runeouest . If you want to learn magic from the God Magna (God of Volcanoes), 

fniuet become a member of the church and support the church. The more you learn frorr. KrgT.e, the 
e faithful your character must remain, which restricts what he can do in his spare tine. Zvpn 
ugh thie is fantasy, it has a believpble premise. R is comparable to Greek mytholo/y, tut not 



fantasy. Believe it or not, there la a noticable difference. 

•••Characters are generated aa In D8J>, except there la no Wisdom. However, each ch,--r-citr h-: 
a Power rating (which lndlcatee how lnnuentlel he la with the Oode) and Sice. Charectere ~?y 
Improve th*ma*lve* by field experience ("Practice makea perfect") or by training (but you ir.u.-t 
have money to do that). Mote that with training, you can only go ao far with It, end the ruler 
etete that you can not buy additional training umtll you uee that skill outside of school. 
For example. If you are being trained In the fine art of Oratory, you can only buy a 5^ inert at 
In eklll. After that, you amet use It (ex. Talk/convince the chief of a neighboring trite to 
cess* their weekly raids upon the loeal farm ere). If you sueeeed, you get a chenee tc inert pit 
your eklll. If you fail to do ao, you can always buy more training, aince you succeeded ir. U£i:. ( 
your Orating ekllla in a praetlcal manner. 

•••BRP allows you to develop* your character; D&D telle you what you cen't do, 3RF tells you wr.rt 
you CAN dok If you'd Ilk* to glue RPOs a try, I suggeat you get atarted by buying either lyric 
Role Ploying or Worlds of Wonder (th* book/manu8l Baalc Role Plating ie included ir. '.■■orldf of 
Wonder ). 

TEE FAKTASY. TRIP 

TFT la also a pretty good *y*t*m, although the game rulee, ae la, have aoae dieedvsr.tejes in 
the fact that certain classes have dletlnct advantegea, end that it la too easy to get powerful 
characters. TFT draws a good part of ite rulee from two of Ketegemlng's "tflcrogames'' ; Melee or? 
Wlzerda . I remember in my flret years of playing wargemee that this waa the funneet grr.e to play 
(tfale wee before Diplomacy took ite effects) because It wee a good balance between reel i er.d 
playablllty. The game usee all elx-alded dice; which has ite advantages (le. You dor. 't have, to 
go out and buy 20 different type* of dice) and disadvantages (ie. The Bell Curves you e?r. fer.er- 
ete ere limited). 

•••TFT doea have character claeeea, but there are only two of them; fighters and wizard?. To srke 
a character, pleyere distribute a total of 32 points between three etributee: Strength, dexterity 
and IQ. This provides for above (slightly) overage characters, so you don't get stuck with g bgd 
character because you didn't roll good numbers, fighters have an advantage In the feet that 
are so costly to squire In gam* terms that it Is hardly worth learning apelle. Also, the fij-nters 
can use their IQ points to acquire good skills instesd of buying apelle. In TFT, there ?r* vrrlow^ 
skills (*x. Pick pockets, l*g*nd lor*, etc) which you can acquire by using your 15 poir.tr to learn 
them. If you have the money, you can slso pay a wleerd to make you 'forget' e skill ro t-at ycy 
can get a different one, or just Increase your IQ ea you get experience points (which ere ^-irec in 
the asms fashion aa they are In BtJ>), 

••♦The BIG edvar.tage is that getting Into TFT Isn't a big investment. All you need rre 3 boeks; 
Advanced Wlzerda . Advanced Melee and In The Labyrinth . They cost around 86 eech, so this iv pro- 
bably the most economically feaeible system available. But as I aeid, there ere e few crcblerr 
with the system, but don't forget: The GM should be the judge as to how uncovered fitur-t ior.s cu^ 
to be handled; USE COMMON SENSE. One disadvantage le that there are not too many pre-deri,-«ed 
adventures for lazy s f B to rely upon (actually, that's en advantage In some ceses; I think th*t 
OMe ehouldn't rely upon them too heevllly). 

DRAGCNQUEST 

•••Of course, this was deelpied by SPI, because it ia very reslietic. Players heve to keep very 
exect track of what food they eat, how fast they travel overland, when the lest tiie :t>cy tc«k a 
bowel movement, whether they brushed their teeth, etc. You may think 1 'm kidding, but I t&i-ttk 
tbet Dp, Is too complex for my purposes. There are those who do appreciate this sort of realism 
(ex. A large following of Chivalry & Sorcery , a RPG popular In Caneda which is twice f-r demanding 
as Dp,). The combat system la well thought out and la probably the best ovailable. This has the 
drawback in that It takes much longer to resolve a battle than it would using a simpler F.vs-to*. 
•••Characters ere designed partially by luck and partlelly by choice. A die roll detersnin*s hcif 
many polnta you may invest in your character end what the mexlmum value of any given characteristic 
can be. However, the more points you get, the lesser the mexlr.um value of each cherecterlrtic t*vy 
be, end vice verse. That ie one very good idea. 

•••DjJ has claea ayeteme, but allowa you to buy skills with accumulated experience poir.tE, ro it 
isn't too bad in that aspect. There are aleo a number of EXCELLENT pre-designed .--dventures for 
the game, and hopefully TSR will -add to that in the future. DC, Is for the "herd core" f -r.tefy 
Role Player, and may well be worth the time inveetment. 

TRAVELLER 

•••As D&D wae the original Fanteey Role Playing game, TRAVELLER was the first Scier.ee Fiction bfjser 
RPG. It le slmiler to R£ in the fact that there ere no cheracter claeses. There pre rltr.ty of i*?A- 
uele available end eourcebooks. When I plryed Trrveller ebout 3 years ego, 1 wee a little disappoint 
•d in the fact that th* rules were not very complete and that the combat ayetem wrsn't eithrr. fh«n 



•(•U, neither wee D&D end that's the beet selling RPG on the market. I gueee It rOT to be/l- 
Tns people at GDW (Games Designer Workshop) heva coma out with a hardbound revision of the n.lrr; 
aa of recent, GDW rulae have been wall written, ao hopefully they cleaned up the ruler. If you 
ara Interested in playing a Sclanee Fiction RPG. I suggest you get in touch with eosetody *no i 5 
more Involved in TRAVELLER at thle time, since my experiences ere outdated. There arc J other 
ST RPG I know of; Space Opera . Universe (both of which ara as complex as DRAGCr.^liCT) m4 
Frontier (?SRs "D*D in Outerepace" clona). TRAVELLER seems to be the only game whlcr, would be 
playable. 

TOP SECRET 

•••Because I like RPGa which are baaed on our time (20th century), thle one closely rivals |£I 
In getting my vote of "Beet RPG". TS combines elements of D&D and Runecuest. Characters thrive 
on experience polnta, which may be used to improve their skills/ettrlbutes, end combat if 
based; oven moreso than Runeouest . Adventures can be almllar to thoee of the Ja-nes T.or.i ftorie$ 
or modern sltuatlone (ax. a TS aeanarlo could be based on something very similar to a chorrer 
resqua of some hostages bald captive in en embassy, although thie would be e game on a VESY l*xrge 
acale (la. Involving many many eharaetera) or aeseesinatlon attempts of certain people ir. a 
Central American country, ate). I have only played thia game once, using a character by the r.sr.e 
of "Barney Oakley", an assassin who masquerades ae a French Chef. TS la different fro* other Kt^r 
In the fact that it doesn't require a large number of playera to generate e good gene (fn erricf.aff 
small groups can go around undetected (virtually) whereas a party o* 10-12 players would tr^er 
aecurlty alarms and era otherwise eeeilly detected, whereupon two or three aquedror.: of pusrdF 
could be dispatched to deal with lntrudera. So if International intrigue, romance and the Qri er\* 
Expreae are to your liking, TS would be an excellent choice. However, be sure to atrrt slowly, 
It la not an eeey game, but la one which can be learned within e few seealons.

The game worke iurt li'-.t 
tha •dtsaturee in tha comic books. Tha combat system is Just dice rolling, with no thought to 
serlove strstsgias. Ita a fun elaple game aort of like DSD, but without thousand pane ruletocXr. 
Chsraetara can have coetumee. secret Identities (which "Sleuth" tries to deduce; If he pe§E you 
and blowa your ID, your character becomes uselees)(actU8lly, anybody can attempt th;:t, but SJ?«irh 
had an obsession with that aspect of tha game), grouppies, the works! 

••♦Wile type of RPG is good If you don't want to put too much time into RFG designs (many GI- r oufcc 
set up campaigns of other games like D&D, et al, apand countless hours designing end writing; jo 
thia game, you only have to write up a number of acenarios, elnce much of the ge.me is abstract^). 
There ara other gamce out now which are attempted improvements on thia theme; namely, Villl-r,? 
£ Vigil antlee and Champions : both which are not that bad, according to magazine reviews (elthcugK 
Chemplona la on the detailed aide of RPGa). 

•••Well, those ere all the RPGa I have played. Now, I ahould give you a starting point as tc where 
you can find these games If you can't get them locally. The Judge'a Guild, who designs adventurer 
for aeveral RPG syeteme, also Is a game distributor, and provide good service (you get your orde:

Bourse Rules 

(by Glenn Overby with special acknowledgements to Tom Swider and 
John Marsden. Also thanks to Mike Mills for assistance) 

1. A Bourse is a companion game to a game of regular Diplomacy. Any 
person receiving Coat of Arms may play unless they are in the 
attached Dip game. 

2. The object og the game is to accumulate the most victory points by 
buying and selling currencies of the seven Dip countries so as to 
amass the largest holdings of the countries that finish strongest 
in the Dip game. 

3. Bach bourser starts with 1000 units of each nation's currency: 
Kroner, Pounds, Francs, Marks, Lira, Roubles, and Piastres -- plus 
1000 Swiss Francs. At gamestart 1 unit of any national currency is 
valued at ISf. 

The play of the game consists of buying and selling currencies of 
the seven countries. During each session (Spring, Fall, and/or 
separated Winters) players mayi 

a) SELL currencies of any number of nations at current market 
price (CMP), receiving Sf for same, and /Or 

b) BUY currencies of any number of nations at CMP, .paying for them 
in Sf.

5. Restrictions on buying and selling! 

a) Players may not sell more than 500 units of any currency in 
a single turn. 

b) Players may not buy currencies unless they have enough Sf on 
account and/or realised from sales that turn to pay the tab. 

c) Players may not deal in fractional amounts of any currency 
except Sf. 

6. At the end of each season, the GM will calculate a new CMP for each 
national currency. The CMP will rise by lc for each 100 units of net 
purchases in a currency that season, or drop by lc for each 100 units 
of net sales of a currency that season. Fractions of 100 units are 

not considered in these adjustments. 

7. Before each Winter season, the CMP of all countries is further 
adjusted according to the net supply center changes by that country 
from the preceding Winter turn. Countries that gain supply centers 
have a CMP rise and those that lose supply centers have a CMP drop 
according to the following! +/- lc for 1 SC, 8c for 2 SC, 

+/- 15c for 3 or more SCs. These supply center counts are based 
on SC holdings before retreats. 

8. There is no limit on the CMP of any currency, though the minimum 
CMP is lc and when a country is eliminated from the Dip game its 
currency is worthless and trading ceases on it. 

9. Bourse Victory Points are determined in the following manner: 

(the number of centers held by that countyy at game's end multiplied 
by the number of 100 unit blocks held by a player equals the VPs). 
A player's total VP for all currencies is tatalled to determine 
placings. In determining VPs, Sfs are worthless. 

10. There are no NMRs in bourse, or stand bys. Players may join the 
Bourse at any time during play and will start with 1000 units of 
each surviving country's currency and 500 Sf. 

Orders for the Utah Bourse will be due with the deadline date for 
the regular orders for the Utah Dip game. Remember, you start out 
with lOOOSf and 1000 each of the seven countrys' currenciesi and each 
currency equals ISf for Spring '01. Everybody's welcome who wants to
